LORD MILNER’S HONOUR. 

N the case of Sir Alfred Milner, it was 
promptly proved that His Majesty the 
King, no Tess than: his trusty Prime 

Minister, was. determined to. recognise їп. а way 
that sweetens service the exemplary devotion to 
duty and to the high trust reposed' in the chief 
civil representative of the Crown in South Africa. 
England is ever grateful to her faithful public 
servants, and takes pride in rewarding and 
honouring them for work well and zealously 
done. It was this sentiment of appreciative 
generosity—the very antipodes of the despicable 
meanness of the pro-Boer and anti-British 
papers—that imparted national heartiness to 
the cheers which greeted Sir Alfred Milner, 
embrowned by his sea voyage in the Savor, when 
he landed at Southampton, and sped him from 
that flourishing seaport to town, where the 
London and South-Western management had to 
adopt special measures to keep a space free on 
Waterloo platform for the distinguished Com- 
missioner in whom ex-President Kruger found 
more than his match. There was a motable 
gathering of most eminent statesmen to 
welcome Sir Alfred Milner. Not only was the 
Marquis of Salisbury there, wearing a light 
summer overcoat, and looking, happily, in 
capital health and good spirits, but the pallid, 
keen face of. Mr. Chamberlain was to be seen; 
likewise our alert and brisk little ‘‘ Bobs,” 
smart Commander -in - Chief, beloved of the 
British Army and British people; our plucky 
Devon Lord Chancellor, Lord Halsbury; Mr. 
Arthur Balfour, Lord Cranborne, and Lord 
Hugh Cecil, the Duke and Duchess of West- 
minster, the young-looking Secretary for War, 
and other Ministers of State. Clean-shaven, 
save for his neat moustache, Sir Alfred Milner 
had thrown off the anxious looks he wore in 
South Africa. On alighting, he was most 
cordially shaken hands with by Lord Salisbury, 
Mr. Chamberlain, Lord Roberts, Mr. Balfour, 
and others nearest the carriage ; and then drove 
off with the Premier and the Colonial Secretary 
in an open landau, amid the “ thundering cheer 
of the street." 


Welcomed Home by the King, 
Sir Alfred Milner enjoyed a genial hour of rest 
under the hospitable roof of Marlborough House, 
and had the great gratification of receiving from 
His Majesty the notification that his style and 
title would henceforth be Lord Milner of Cape 
Town. The former journalist has received this 
high honour at an exceptionally early age: he 
is. forty-seven. But then his services have 
been commensurately great. Son of Dr. Milner 
and of Mary, daughter of Major-General Ready, 
Governor of the Isle of Man, he was educated 


in Germany, at King’s College, London, and at 
Balliol, Oxford—a College that has given a host 
of distinguished men to the service of the State. 
A barrister of the Inner Temple, a Рай Mall 
Gazetteer, he. became Private Secretary to 
Mr. (now Viscount) Goschen,at the Admiralty, 
Under-Secretary for Finance in Egypt, and 
Chairman of the Board of Inland Revenue. It 
was accordingly with considerable administra- 
tive experience that he accepted the trying post 
of Governor of Cape Colony and High Com- 
missioner of South Africa in 1897. In that 
belated continent he has nobly done his duty.

“Shamrock II.'s" Great Mishap. 

Amid such sylvan pleasures as the water 
junketings near Windsor on Monday with Queen 
‘Alexandra and the engaging children of the Duke 
and Duchess of Cornwall and York, King Edward 
may well have forgotten the imminent danger he 
was in on the previous, Wednesday on board Sir 
Thomas Lipton’s new Clyde-built racing-yacht 
Shamrock IÍ., th: rigging of which has proved so 
singularly faulty in squally weather as to suggest 
that due regard has not been paid to scientific 
proportions of sails amd mast and boom. Too 
much canvas whs carried, or mast and spars 
were too frail. Surely absolute safety in 
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these respects should have been secured before 
His Majesty was invited on a trial cruise. ‘That 
is what е ате saying. The life of the King 
is so valuable that. His Majesty should not be 
allowed to run such а terrible risk as he 
unquestionably encountered — with his usual 
Е id, it is true—that morning of 

ay 22. ut the temptation was great. ere 
was a delightful opportunity to from the 
d bricks-and-mortar чы зоданд of 
this great city to the indescribably exhilara- 
ting freedom of the Solent, and the 
added inducement of offering regal patronage 
to the courageous British sportsman who 
for the second time is about to make a gal- 
lant attempt to win back the America Cup 
for Old England. Freed from the yoke of 
State, the King, at ease in a yachting-suit and a 
white Scotch bonnet, was in the best of spirits 
and in a laughing mood on board Shamrock IT. — 
the very embodiment, indeed, of a jovial 
ex-Commodore of the Royal Yacht uadron, 
and the life and soul of the party. Mis Majesty 
was smoking a cigar at the time of the 
crash, and how near it was to being a 
fatal crash is brought home most vividly to us 
by the photographs and sketches of the deplor- 
able accident. e old aud the new Shamrocks 
were matched with the Syberia to sail from 
Cowes over the “new Queen's course." The 
signal had hardly been given from the Eri; 
when Shamrock IT. swung round, her enormous 
canvas filled, and swish went her bowsprit 
rigging, the topmast gave way, and the steel 
mainmast buckled in two places. The main part 
of the rigging fell to leeward, fortunately. Had 
it collapsed on the deck, as it might have done a 
few seconds later, there would probably have been 
a lamentable loss of life. Happily, the King was 
not injured in any way ; nor were any on board, 
with the exception of Sir Thomas Li ‚ who 
was unfortunately stunned tempor by a 
falling block. Cool as a cucumber as regarded 
himself, His Majesty lit a fresh havana, and at 
once interested himself as to the safety of the 
others. He went on board the Eri» and returned 
to town from Southampton, his smiling counten - 
ance reassuring everyone who had shared the 
general anxiety as to his fate, Our American 
cousins evinced the greatest sympathy, and 
showed Sir Thomas Lipton every consideration 
on his applying for a postponement of the 
race. Mr. T. W. Lawson went so far as to 
offer in the most generous manner to bring 
his yacht Independence over to this side if necessary 
But Sir Thomas Lipton, pluck impersonated, 
perseveres with his intention, and hopes to be 
able to — сата ІТ. (on safe, scientific 
pea is time, I trust) early enough to 
take his beautiful yacht jer the Atlantic, and 
to sail the first race by Sept. 21 next.

properties. They are very close and compact in body, have 
a neat head surmounted by a shapely rose comb, a lai 
sweeping tail, and clean legs. They are best suited 
places where they can have a considerable amount of 
liberty, as they do not thrive well in confinement, and, in 
fact, it is very difficult to keep them within bounds. 


Storage and Transit of Butter. 

Quite recently the lack of suitable storage for butter was 
brought home to me by a small quantity sent up to town 
from the country going rancid in a few days. Preservatives 
are all very well in their way, but their use is not always 
advisable, and if one can but get suitable boxes and 
keep in a cool place of even temperature, butter 
can be preserved even in the warmest weather. Only 
townspeople experience this difficulty, and as facilities 
for obtaining ice are much better in town than in 
most country districts, the boxes of which I give an 
Illustration should be in the possession of everyone who 
has quantities of butter sent for storage. The dairymaid 
will also find them very ‘useful. By an arrangement of 
shelves and drawers, every inch of space is utilised, and as 
the whole tier of boxes can be readily packed in a large

case or co:ded for transit by rail, it should certainly be 
used by all having large quantities of butter pass through 
their hands. The boxes are strongly made, and will last 
for years. 

Seakale Culture. 

A correspondent anxious to start a plantation of seakale 
is in good time, for although one-year-old plants put in at 
the end of March, or even cut sets of the crown of roots, 
make good plantations, the best plants are obtained 
from seed, which may be dealt with as follows: Choose 
generous soil, and in November trench it two spits 


deep, turning in а liberal allowance of manure. 
Then mark out the plot into 4 ft. beds, with 2 ft. 
alleys between, and strew over the beds a thin 


surfacing ‘of salt, Let it remain from this time to 
the last week in March. Then hoe the beds rough, 
and put down the line and sow the seeds in patches 
2 ft. apart each way. About six seeds should be put in each 
clump, in a circle ef 6 in. diameter, and the seed sown 2 in. 
deep. Instead of drawing drills, it is as well to measure 
along the line, and put in a stick where each clump is to be. 
With a small hand-dibbler the holes can be made round 
this stick, and a single seed dropped into each hole. The 
earth should not be piled up until all the plot is sewn, and
